TH E DAY. 


The observance of Decoration Day should 
be general. 
It should engage this day all 
our attention and thought. Out of the 
mightiest struggle of ages, the most gigan­ 
tic contest of human interests, came up a 
vast army of citizen soldiers, marching 
northward with “ victory” for the union of 
States, and freedom for millions of human 
beings written upon their banners. 
But 
behind them, in trenches and pits and 
hastily-made unmarked graves, they left a 
greater army of heroes, who perished for 
the cause of the Union. Since that day, 
w ,en tattered, worn and wcarv tlie soldiers 
of the Republic marched home to the 
music of the plaudits of the people, there 
have fallen by the way another army from 
their midst. 
Comparatively few remain 
to-day of all the legions that went out to 
do battle for the land we love. 
I/et us 
with these survivors, fast being marshaled 
to the final days of life, goto the graves of 
those who lived to see victory, but fell by 
the peaceful warfare of life thereafter, and 
do reverrtice to the patriotic sentiment that 
inspired them to offer themselves in their 
youth to be sacrifices upon the altar of re­ 
publican government 
le t us go with the 
survivors to-day, marching to the notes that 
i .i the long ago stirred their iiearts in battle, 
and place memorial wreath and bud and 
flower upon monuments raised to the mem­ 
ory of the unnumbered Union dead whose 
hones in many a Southern field have crum­ 
bled into dust. 
We may not forget even 
on this day, that soldiers of our common 
country, born of the same republican in­ 
stitutions, cherishing the same traditions 
of the struggles of the infancy of our 
country, and looking hack with us to the 
samg fountain-head of liberty for the 
rights all enjoyed, fell in the cruel days of 
civil war doing battle against the men for 
whom the nation sets apart this day of 
honor. 
They fought for a mistake; they 
fought for an error and a sin, and lost. 
P>ut they were gallant m en; they were 
foewen more worthv the steel of Ameri­ 
cans than any other earth could have 
called to the front. 
They lost, but in a 
reunited nation 
those 
they left have 
gained. 
The battle was against them, but 
their blood entered into the cementing of 
the American people in an indissoluble 
bond, and swelled the blood that washed 
away the stain of human bandage. We would 
not to-day in decking the graves of dead 
Union soldiers, thereby reproach, by word 
or act, the misguided men, who, always 
our brethren, yet were once our foes. 
There lias been enough of th a t: history 
records enough of condemnation ; frater­ 
nity, chivalry, love of country, magnanim­ 
ity, to-day invoke for all kindness, charity, 
brotherly regard. 
The Boys in Blue that 
sleep !>eneath the green sod, Americans 
honor to-day with floral tribute, song and 
eulogium—the Bovs in G rav, gone to dust 
beneath the Southern loam 
Americans 
should choose to remember only as gallant 
sons of an indissoluble Union of sovereign 
States. 


th a t lie was under obligations to Bailey, 
b a rin g perm itted m em bers of bis fam ily 
to receive costly presents from him ar.d 
being him self hopelessly deep in his debt.

This threw Gray out of Court, 
and the patent papers were hastily issued 
to Bell, he having amended his claim in 
the mean time. 
W ilber says that after 
the revocation of the order of suspension 
of Bell’s application, ou a suggestion of 
“ interference,” and which revocation was 
the result of W ilber's fraud, he showed 
I’rofessor Bell the Gray paper and draw­ 
ings, and then Bell took him aside and 
gave him a hundred dollar bill. H e adds 
that he believes Professor Bell will deny 
all this, but in the most em phatic and 
solemn terms he asseverates the truth of his 
present statement, and th at his conscience 
quickens him to right the great wrong he 
has done. 
He even attaches a diagram to 
his affidavit to show exactly where lie 
stood when Bell gave him the money. The 
correspondent of the New York Times as­ 
serts that there are many facts of record 
to corroborate this remarkable confession 
of crime by W ilber. Of course it is diffi­ 
cult to bring oneself up to the point of 
giving credence to the “confession" of a man 
who admits that he has been guilty of per­ 
jury and fraud and cheating. The cor­ 
roborative facts will have to lie very strong 
and convincing to support the “ confes­ 
sion.” 
But there is enough in the state­ 
ment to east a very grave doubt, where 
before there was only mere suspicion. 
The affidavit of W ilber is a thunderclap 
in the telephone investigation, and what 
has promised to wind up tamely now gives 
evidence of taking on a new investigating 
importance that will attract very wide at­ 
tention.

of the lvniphts of 
I-abor have petitioned the President for 
the pardon of a large number of laborers 
in prison in the Southwest for contempt of 
Court. 
There 
is 
no 
reference 
to 
those 
held 
for 
indictable 
crime. 
There 
is 
no 
plea 
made 
that 
the 
men are guiltless, nor th at any m itigating 
circumstances have come to light. 
The 
contempt was committed in the activities 
of the great railway strike in the South­ 
west, and the men were justly sent to jail. 
But the Knights of Labor give as a reason 
for their appeal th at the pardon would be 
the means “ of causing better feelings to 
exist between employer and employes." 
How the pardon will bring this about docs 
not appear, but we arc perfectly willing to 
accept it as verity on the face of the peti­ 
tion. 
The appeal itself is a frank admis­ 
sion on the part of the Knights that their 
members were in error in resisting the 
processes of the U nited States C ourts; in 
error in arraying themselves against the 
laws of the land. 
The pardon, therefore, 
might well issue, for neither the Govern­ 
ment nor society has anything to gain by 
the further imprisonment of these mis­ 
guided men, the law having been vindi­ 
cated. 
Even if they are kept in jail it is 
a case of the very few suffering .for the 
guilt of the very many. The whole strike 
business in the Southwest was had—about 
as had as it. was possible to be. 
It was 
the gravest of mistakes, and none now more 
clearly see this, or more frankly adm it it, 
than the Knights of Labor. 
The working­ 
men now in jail have had a lesson they 
will not be apt to forget, nor vet will their 
companions of the late strike. .They have 
learned that in a land where the citizen 
rules, the citizen must obey the law of his 
own making ; 
that in resisting officers of 
the law, they resist and bring into con­ 
tem pt only the instrum ents of their own 
lawfully expressed w ill; 
that for their 
wrongs, whatever they may l>e, there are 
remedies within the law ; that resistance 
to it, and invasion of the guarantees of citi­ 
zens under the laws, and forcible attempts 
to compel another to act against his will 
within the bounds of his inalienable rights, 
strike at the basic system of the Republic, 
by which all the rights any of us eujoy are 
secured. 
We do not think there will be 
heard any objections to the clemency being 
exercised for which the petition is sent up. 
In all this of course reference is had only 
to cases the Court has deemed sufficiently 
met by punishment for contempt. 
We as­ 
sume that if any have committed penal 
offenses they will, as they should, he held 
on such charges and made to answer for 
them. 
For assaults u¡>on life and destruc­ 
tion of property the laws are ample to 
mete out punishment to offenders, and 
for such 
mercy should come, 
if 
at 
all, 
only 
after conviction. 
The men 
arc 
not 
under 
lock 
and 
key 
as 
convicts. No infamy attaches to imprison­ 
ment for contempt, and the vindication of 
the Court having been made complete, the 
law can afford to lie magnanimous and let 
these seafiegoats of a great error go free, 
to 
provide for those dependent 
upon 
them.

'-‘Cue d ata for th e falso affidavit, he alleges, 
w ire supplied by an attorney of the Bell 
C om pany, and for peijn rin g him self lie 
received th e sum of $100. 
H is present 
statem ent he m akes w hile solier, jiossessed 
o f all his faculties, under a resolution to 
do justice to G ray and to rig h t wrongs 
done th e public. 
H e then tells the story 
of his life. 
H e is an ex-soldier ; an old 
com rade was M ajor B ailey. 
T hey w ere, 
staff' officers together. 
H e entered the 
P otent Office in 1670, being very poor and 
in straits for ready money. 
H e borrowed 
from Bailey frequently, Bailey then being 
an attorney practicing before the Patent 
Office. 
H e knew of an order prohibiting 
th e liorrowiug of money, or th e having of 
a n y business relation.- by exam iners w ith 
such attorneys. 
Bailey was a leading a t­ 
torney for th e Bell Com pany.

T he Suprem e Court of the State lias d i­ 
rected th at the money long ago paid hv 
th c railroad com panies to A ttorney-G en­ 
eral M arshall on account of taxes be trans­ 
ferred to th e S tate treasury. 
W hich order 
is another rebuke to the insane policy of 
C ontroller D unn, who has, under advice 
th at accorded w ith his own exalted esti­ 
m ate of his legal acumen, so long prevented 
th e sum being put to th e uses of th e State.

THE MEMORIAL ADDRESS. 
Com rade E. R. D ille delivered an ad­ 
dress upon “ Patriotism ,” o f w hich the 
follow ing is a b rief synopsis : 
' • T he m em ory of the ju st is blessed.’ 
i l ’rov. x.,7 ). 
I t was appointed by law in 
A thens that the obsequies t»f her soldiers 
who fell in battle or who died in their 
country's service should be perform ed at 
the public expense and in the m ost honor­ 
able m anner. 
T hree days before their in­ 
term ent her heroes lay in suite beneath pa­ 
vilions draped in black, w hile on their 
biers were laid th ela st tributes of surviving 
affection, and one sarcophagus was draped 
in honor of the unrecovered or unrecog­ 
nized, but not, therefore, unhonored dead. 
On the fourth day a m ournful procession 
was formed, in which the m others, wives 
and sisters ot the fallen were given the 
place o f honor, an t the highest dignitaries 
of the State walked w ith bared heads as a 
guard of honor to the funeral cortege. 
Thus m arshaled, they m oved to the place 
of interm ent in the fam ous Ceram icus, the 
most beautiful suburb of A thens, which 
had been adorned by Ciruon, the son of 
M iltiades. w ith w alk s'an d fountains and 
c o lu m n s: 
whose 
groves 
were filled 
with 
altars, 
shrines 
and 
temples, 
whose gardens 
were 
ever 
green w ith 
stream s from the neighboring hills, and 
shaded w ith the trees sacred to M inerva; 
whose pathw ay gleam ed w ith the m onu­ 
m ents of the illustrious dead, the w ork of 
the m ost consum m ate artist th at ever gave 
life to marble. 
Such were the tokens o f respect required 
by law to be paid to th e m em ory of those 
who had fallen in the service o f th eir coun­ 
try. 
It was ordained by law th at their 
children shonld be educated at the public 
expense. 
To those w ho fell on the field of 
M arathon a peculiar honor was reserved. 
As the battle fought upon th at im m ortal 
field was distinguished from all others in 
Grecian history, for its influence over the 
fortunes of H ellas, as it depended upon the 
issue of th at day w hether Greece should 
live a glory and a light to all com ing tim e, 
or should expire like the m eteor of a m o­ 
m ent, so the honors aw arded to its m artyr 
heroes were such as A thens bestowed on 
them alone. 
They alone, of all her sons, 
were buried upon the bloody field which 
their valor had m ade famous. T heir nam es 
were inscribed upon th e pillars erected 
upon the m onum ental 
tum ulus w hich 
covered their ashes, w here, after six h u n ­ 
dred years, they were read by the traveler 
L’au sam iu s; and although the colum ns 
have long since disappeared, the m ound 
still m arks the spot w here thev fought and 
fell. 
' 
T h at battlefield w here P ersia’s alien horde 
K iist bow ed b en eath th e b ru n t .of H ellas’ sword. 
F o r five hundred years Greece led her 
children and youth each year to the field 
o f M arathon on w hich h er heroes 


W ERE BURIED W HERE THEY FELL, 
A nd there recounted in their ears the deeds 
of th eir patriot sires, am i w hile th at sacred 
cerem ony was observed Greece w as invinci­ 
ble and free, but w hen h er patriotism de­ 
cayed and her m em orial day was neglected 
she did not long survive it. 
“ ’Twas 
Greece, but living Greece no m ore!” 
God 
forbid th at our m em orial day should ever 
pass unheeded. 
It is th e nation’s duty to 
guard the m em ories o f its heroes from 
oblivion, and to m ake the story ot their 
sacrifice a part of her children's education. 
Patriotism is m y therue-to-night. 
W hat 
is it? 
A sk any school boy ten years old 
and he will tell you it is “ lave of country,” 
and N oah W ebster gives no better defini­ 
tion. 
True, Dr. Johnson said, “ P atriot­ 
ism is th e last refuge of a scoundrel;” but 
on the other hand, Cicero said th at it is the 
most royal grace of character, and a duty 
m ore sacred than the filial tie, and the 
honor which the world pays to the nam es 
of Leonidas. Tell, H am pden, W inkelried, 
Lafayette, W ashington, Lincoln and G rant 
show s th at Cicero rather than Johnson w as 
right.

form of governm ent and the institutions it 
shelters. 
A nd so it com es to pass that 
patriotism can catch and burn in the bosom 
of a m an of foreign birth. 
T h in k you that Baron De Kalb, fighting 
and dying for colonial libeitv on the plains 
of Camden, by the side of W ashington, or 
th e M arquis de Lafayette, tendering his 
sw ord, fortune and honor to Congress in 
the darkest h o u r of our nation’s birth 
throes, did not feel an enthusiasm for our 
cause as pure and patriotic as th at w hich 
anim ated th e soul of a H ancock or an 
A dam s? 
A nd during our late w ar th o u ­ 
sands of m en of foreign birth freely left 
their adopted hom es and volunteered in 
our 
arm ies, and 
were 
the 
peers 
of 
our 
native-born 
soldiers 
in 
hero­ 
ism 
and loyalty. 
English, Scotch, Irish, 
and G erm an blood freely m ingled on a 
hundred battlefields; m en from the Tweed, 
th e Tham es, the Shaunou and the Rhine, 
m arched in our arm ies, stood th eir ground 
in th e ficrv front of battle, and shouted in 
broken English 


TH E WATCHWORDS OF THE UNION, 
As they charged upon the foe, and I think 
that fact ought to wipe out of this country 
the last trace of “ K now N otbingisru. ' 
F or m y part, I th in k the pilgrim s of the 
nineteenth century w ho land at Castle G ar­ 
den, have as good a rig h t to come if they 
behave them selves, as had those o f the 
seventeenth, who landed 
at 
P lym outh 
ltock. 
G etting here first gives us no ex lu- 
sive right to this new world any m ore than 
it did ¡he Indian, w ho was here before us. 
T he distinctive feature of tru e patriotism 
is th a t it is devotion to th e idea which 
one's native country represents. 
A m erican patriotism is a warm devotion 
to a republican form o f governm ent, and 
to th at idea of th e largest liberty lor the 
individual em bodied in the D eclaration of 
Independence, and in our organic law —an 
idea w hich has crystallized in our Union 
of Slates, and our representative form of 
governm ent. “ O ur fathers,” said Mr. Lin­ 
coln. in his address at Gettysburg, “ brought 
forth upon th is continent a new nation, 
conceived in liberty, and dedicated to the 
proposition th at all m en are created equal, 
and the w ar for the U nion is a test of the 
question w hether this nation, or any na­ 
tion so conceived and so dedicated, can en­ 
dure.” 
O ur system o f governm ent is not 
perfect, by an y m eans, but it aim s to em ­ 
body, and in a greater m easure th an any 
other does embody, the highest political 
ideal of any age, and is the consum m ate 
flower and fruitage o f m odern civilization. 
It represents the result o f all past experi­ 
m ents in governm ent, of all past researches 
in social science, and A m erican patriotism 
is devotion to m anhood governm ent, ami 
to the correlative idea of the indissoluble 
union of the States into a great nation. 
W ashington and liis com peers were not 
fighting for the thirteen colonies, but for 
the race. 
They were th e cham pions o f the 
rights of m an. 
Ours was not the first experim ent of a 
republican form o f governm ent, but all 
previous ones ended in disastrous failure. 
Ours is the first th at ever lived 1UU vears 
w ithout beginning to decay. 
T he rage of 
popular faction dashed the republics of 
Greece and Rome to atom s, and our ene­ 
mies abroad predicted a like result for our 
experim ent. 
W hen our w ar cloud g ath ­ 
ered, and it looked in the stress of the 
storm as though ou 
noble ship would 
break in two am idships, all E urope looked 
gloatingly on like so m any wreckers to see 
it go dow n. 
But the w ar ended. 
O ur two 
m illion soldiers, lately arrayed against each 
other, laid down th eir arm s and quietly 
went back to the arts of peace. 
O ur great 
national w ounds healed by the first inten­ 
tion, leaving scarcely a scar, w hile our

At a rate unprecedented in history. Surely 
God hath none great things for us. 
He 
hath not dealt so w ith any nation. 
Stand­ 
ing beside our dead on M emorial Day, we 
should reverently th an k God th a t through 
all this land the shadow o f our flag falls on 
neither foe nor slave. 
Of w hat do these 
graves rem ind us? W hat is the lesson they 
teach us? Tw enty-six years ago this was 
the m ost unw arlike nation on earth.

T hirty m illions of people had an arm y of 
less than 10,000 m en. 
The faith o f our 
people in the stability and perm anency of 
this G overnm ent was like their faith in the 
eternal course of nature.

ter went down w ith sorrow and in sham e.

—it 
was 
a 
people 
in 
arm s. 
The nation was sum m oned to arm s by 
every high m otive th at can inspire m en. 
A century of freedom had m ade its people 
unfit for despotism . 
They m ust save their 
G overnm ent or m iserably perish. As a flash 
of lightning in a m idnight tem pest reveals 
the abyssm al horrors of the sea, so did the 
flash of the first gun reveal the awful abyss 
into w hich rebellion was ready to plunge 
us. and in a m om ent the fire was lighted in 
tw enty m illion hearts. 
W hat was it that 
led a m illion m en to condense life into an 
hour and to crown "that by joyfully wel­ 
com ing death to gather up the cherished 
purposes of life, its aim s, its am bitions, its 
dearest affections and fling w ith life itself 
into the scale of battle? 
T he proposition 
for which our heroes gave their lives was 
a great and yet a sim ple one. 
It was that 
this U nion 
was not a m ere crum bling 
confederacy, tiiat could be dissolved 
at 
the pleasure or caprice o f anv section or 
part of it. 
T hat is not one of ffie doctrines 
of our political system . 
It is the system 
itself. 
It is our political firraanent, in 
w hich all other tru th s are but as the 
stars in heaven. 
It is the encasing vital 
air, the breath of the nation's life. A gainst 
this principle the whole weight of the re­ 
bellion was throw n. 
Long had the tran ­ 
quillity of the people been disturbed by the 
State’s rights heresy—the 11ioorvTh¡¡Teach

Tha't States' right doctrine was the 
dragon's teeth sown by C alh ju n , w hich
